The Abstract of the Disclosure is objected to because line 5, "said" and xomprising", must be 
deleted. Line 22 reference to figure 2, must also be deleted. Correction is required. See M.P.E.P. 
§ 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format of an Abstract of the Disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 250 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
250 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and
